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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  j^our  consideration, 
my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
District  for  the  year,  1961. 

There  are  no  features  to  which  it  is  necessary  to  call 
special  attention  this  year,  but  I  should  like  to  take  the 
opportunity  of  making  brief  comment  on  some  matters  of  general 
interest.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  116  young  children  have 
been  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  Almost  all  of  them  have,  at 
the  same  time,  also  been  protected  against  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus.  Eighty-one  children  were  vaccinated  against  Smallpox, 
These  figures  represent  an  improvement  on  the  previous  year. 

In  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Section  of  the 
report  it  will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  animals  being  slaughtered  to  provide 
meat  for  human  consumption.  The  work  involved  in  inspecting 
this  meat  was  taking  up  an  increasing  amount  of  your  Inspector's 
time,  and  you  have  therefore  found  it  necessaiy  to  appoint  an 
Additional  Inspector.  The  meat  being  produced  is  far  in  excess 
of  the  requirements  of  this  district,  and  a  high  proportion  of 
this  meat  is  sold  outside  the  District. 

In  the  field  of  housing,  use  continues  to  be  made  of 
Improvement  Grants,  and  between  thirty  and  forty  houses  a.re  being 
provided  with  modem  amenities  and,  in  consequence,  brought  up 
to  present  day  standards  each  year. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
members  cf  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during 
the  year,  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  and  assistance.

An  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  was  appoihted 
during  the  year,  with  effect  from  1st  November,  principally 
arising  from  the  extra  work  entailed  in  daily  visits, 
excluding  Saturday,  to  one  Slaughterhouse  which,  from  a 
geographical  point  of  view,  is  unfortunately  situated,  being 
eighteen  miles  from  the  Office.  It  is  expected  that,  for  the 
first  time,  a  small  grant  will  be  obtained  towards  the  cost 
of  the  meat  inspection  service,  but  it  will,  however,  be 
wholly  disproportionate  to  the  costs,  including  travelling, 
of  this  Y/ork. 
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Water  Supplies 


The  Council’s  main  supply  of  chlorinated  water,  which 
was  available  throughout  practically  the  whole  of  the  District 
was  taken  over  by  the  Rye dale  Joint  Water  Board  with  effect 
from  1st  October,  1961. 

Private  supplies  are  still  in  use  in  parts  of  Birdsall, 
Burythorpe,  Howsham  and  Scampston  parishes.

Sewerage. 

During  the  year  the  new  sewerage  system  and  sewage 
disposal  works  at  Foxholes  were  completed,  together  with  the 
extension  of  the  sewerage  system  and  reconstruction  and 
enlargement  of  the  existing  sewa ge  disposal  works  at  Sherburn. 

There  are  now  modern  sewage  disposal  works  in  eight 
villages,  and,  generally  speaking,  satisfactory  effluents  are 
being  obtained. 

In  addition  there  are  sms.ll  disposal  works  to  serve 
Council  Estates  at  : - 

West  Lutton  (26  houses  and  school) 

Burythorpe  (10  houses) 

Settrington  (14  houses) 

West  Heslerton  (8  houses) 

The  Council's  policy  of  providing  a  satisfactory 
sewerage  system  in  all  of  the  main  centres  of  population  is 
being  maintained  and  progress  for  the  various  schemes  is  as 
follows 


Burythorpe 


Work  started  at  the  end  of  the  year  on  a  new 
sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal  works  estimated  to  cost 
£12,700. 

East  Heslerton. 

The  new  sewerage  system  and  sewage  disposal  works 
were  practically  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £11,400. 

Settrington  and  Scaggle thorp e. 

Detail  plans  have  been  prepared  for  a  sewerage  scheme 
to  sewer  both  villages,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £50,000,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  Ministry  Inquiry  into  the  proposals  will 
be  held  early  in  1962. 

Thixendale. 

Following  the  Ministry  Inquiry  into  the  proposed 
scheme  for  sewering  the  village,  it  was  decided  not  to 
proceed  with  the  original  scheme  in  view  of  the  high  cost 
per  house,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year,  an  amended  scheme 
had  been  prepared. 


Refuse  Collection. 

The  service  was  improved  during  the  year,  and  there 
is  now  a  fortnightly  collection  throughout  the  District 
with  the  exception  of  isolated  farms. 

Following  the  takeover  by  The  V/ater  Board  of  the 
Sherburn  Depot,  it  was  decided  to  establish  a  nev/  Depot  at 
Rillington,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  detail  plans  had  been 
prepared. 

There  are  still  four  refuse  tips  in  use  at  Sherburn, 
Wintringham,  Leavening  and  Helperthorpe,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
two  of  these  may  be  closed  when  a  site  for  a  new  tip  can  be 
obtained  in  the  Rillington  area.

The  figures  for  animals  killed  show  a  marked  increase  over 
the  previous  year;  an  increase  of  233 %  for  cattle,  268%  for  sheep 
and  175%  for  pigs.

The  sewers,  sewage  ivories  and  refuse  tips  are  all 
subject  to  regular  inspection.  No  infestations  were  recorded 
in  any  of  the  village  sewerage  systems. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  a  disturbing  increase 
was  noted  in  the  number  of  infestations  reported  on 
agricultural  property.  Efforts  to  control  these  were  taken 
by  encouraging  joint  action  of  all  occupiers  of  premises 
within  the  affected  areas.  I  cannot  help  but  feel,  however, 
that  insufficient  attention  is  given  to  the  problem  until  it 
is  too  late,  and  that  there  are  not  sufficient  trained  persons 
in  the  area  to  operate  a  service  which  should  ensure  that 
large  scale  infestations  do  not  occur.  The  void  left  by  the 
withdrawal  of  the  rodent  control  service,  formerley  operated 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  has  still 
not  been  satisfactorily  filled. 

Treatment  of  private  and  business  premises  continued, 
the  charge  being  based  on  the  actual  cost  of  operations,  but 
with  the  staff  available  it  is  not  possible  except  in  cases  of 
-emmergency  to  deal  with  infestation  on  farms.
